A GOOD PLAN. 


Exempting Workmen's Memes From Taxa- 
tien 


Ta many parts of Europe the local 
authorities are striving to ameliorate 
the condition of the workingmen and 


| encourage thrift and industry by of- 
‘fering special inducements to those 


who show a disposition to help them- 
selves. One plan that is being tried 
in several cities in Belgium seems to 
be regarded with general favor and 
may be adopted in other countries. It 
rovides for the exemption of work- 
er from the payment of building, 
paving and sewerage taxes when the 
building erected or transformed is 
destined to be used as a dwelling for | 
the builder and is upon property se-/ 
cured under certain conditions ac 
corded to workingmen. . The advant- 
ages of this regulation are extended 
to all societies associated with the sav~ | 
ing bureau of the government, which | 
erect or transform buildings by one of 
the methods prescribed by the burean | 
thereby assisting workingmen to the) 
ownership of dwelling houses, and ta) 
incorporated associations, organized for 
a period of at least ten years, which 
erect buildings destined to be rented 
to workingmen, and which agree in 
their charter that their dividends shall 
not exceed 3 per cent. Of course, 
these privileges are guarded by  re- 
striction to prevent their abuse. For 


, instance, if the workingman does not 


actually occupy the dwelling within | 
three months after it is completed, if, 


he ceases to occupy it within five years, | 
or transferes the ownership to another | 


premises

No body of men ever hailed the aight 
of land with greater joy than the hag- 
gerd-faced crew of the British steamer 
Lambers Point, which arrived at St. 
Jobns, N.F., on Sunday morning. For 
forty bours a reign of terror had 
prevailed on the ship, from which there 
‘waa no escape until a friendly port 
was reached. Within the hold a rag- 
ing furnace threatened at every mo 
ment to engulf the crew In its flames, 
while a terrible atorm menaced the 
frightened sailors with death equal- 
ly a8 certain should they take to the 
boa ts. 

Black clouds of smoke were riing 
out of the hatchways when iat ei 
er came inte the harbor. The bellow. 
ing of cattle, maddened by pain and 
fright, came over the water as she 
neared her moorings. The ship had 
* list to starboard of nearly 20 de- 
grees, and showed in a dozen ways 
that she was in distress of the 
most serious caaracter. The paint 
was curling up in great blisters on 
her sides from the awful heat that 
raged within. 

COTTON BALES CATCH FIRE. 

The Lamberts Point left Norfolk, Va., 


on Sunday, with a cargo consigned for 
Liverpool. On Friday afternoon the 
first sign of fire was discovered in the 
compartment amidships, which was 
filled with cotton bales. The rapidity 
with which the fire gained headway 
convinced Captain Humphreys that it 
had been burning at least twenty-four 
hours.

Within 24 
hours the heat and amoke spoiled all 
the provisions and left the crew scarce- 
ly anything to eat. ‘ 

The cattle became frantic from the 
heat which assailed them between 
decks. Their wild lowing and bellow- 
ing continued night: and day, with no 
possible chance open to relieve their 
pain.

THE RIVALS AT WAR. 


This action was the signal for a di-:

While de- 
scemiing the Qu’Appelle River with a 
boatload of furs and gppplies, the ser- 
vants of the Hudson Bay Company 
were suddenly attacked and made pris- 
oners. A Hudson Bay Company post 
was also captured and destroyed, and 
preparations were made for another at- 
tack on thh Red River settlement. A 
forces of Metis and Canadians, under 
Cuthbert Grant, a Scotchman, sudden- 
ly made ita appearance before Fort 
Douglas and demanded its surrender.

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BROILING, BOLLING, ROASTING. 


Virst we will consider the roasting 
of a boned shoulder of mutton. The 
epicure knows that the shoulder is 
better than any part of the animal ex- 
cept the chops. The trouble is that 
but few know how to cook it. Sponge 
itoff carefully with cold water before 
tying it into shape, for it is necessary 
to thoroughly cleanse a piece of meat 
before using it. Remember the but- 
cher has bandied it. Fasten it with 
@ trussing needle, tie into shape, and 
A shoulder 
not near so tough as a leg of mut- 
ton, and is therefore better for roast- 
ing. All the tougher parts should be 
boiled.or cooked in boiling water. A 
boiled shoulder of mutton with caper 
sauce makes a very good dinner dish 
; and a wholesome one. 

If you wish to boil it, the water must 
be boiling before you put it in, soas 
to coagulate the albumen on the ont- 
side, in order that the juices may not 
escape. If you prefer to bake it. the 
pan that you put it in must be very 
hot for the same reason. Put one tea- 
spoonful of salt in the pan. not on 
the meat. for salt draws water from 
meat as soon as it touches it, and 
dust it over with a quarter of a tea- 
spoonful of pepper. Meat must be sea- 
soned after it is partly cooked. Mat- 
ton contains ao great deal of fat

It ia hardly an exaggeration to say | 
that in every house there is a piano-| 
forte, and it is not extravagant to say 
Lhat only one person in five hundred 
cam take the proper care of this in-| 
strument, 

Tt should be » wed in a dry room. 
quite away from possible drafts and 
wot too mear a fire. Heat not only 
tenda to warp and crack the case, | 
which, being highly inflammable, is apt 
to ignite, but any increase or decrease 
of Lemperature affecta the strings and 
brings them out of tune, exactly as 
does excessive dryness or excessive 
moisture, | 

Pianolurtes sbouli never be kept 
open, either; for dust is just as imjur- 
ious as dampness, and, in fact, the air 
ia always an enemy to the great mass 
of strings, the nerves of the instru- 
ment. 

An upright planoforte sounds better 
if placed about two inches from the 
wall, and sometimes it is an improve- 
ment if it is allowed to rest upon glasa, 
blocks. 

A grand piano should stand with its | 
curved side to the room, and its plain | 
side next the wall: Nothing should | 
bg placed on the planoforte.

IT have been nearly a week in Canada 
and by all resjectable traditions of

But I will refrain from exercising 
my rights tothe full. A country which 
alretches 3500 miles from east to weat, 
and 1400 from morth to south, is a 
country which haffles complete deserip- 
tion, even when the writer ie equip 
ped with a whole week's residence.

From the beginning the Nile was ao 
exceptional river, [la sources were une 
known.

GREAT STEEL WORKS. 


The ateel works in course of erection 
at Sarator, on the Volga, Russia, cov- 
ers 92 acres, and are so arranged that 
the raw material is delivered by rail 
at the highest part, descending grad- 
ually durmg the process of manufac- 
ture until the finished products are de- 
posited im the warehouse on the river 
bank. A model village is being built 
for the workmen. each family having 
a separate dwelling.

every time it is gone ridge orig 
weed seeds sprout and are killed by 
the next cultivation so that at plant- 
ing time it is comparatively free from 
weeds. The plants are carefully taken 
Up, & suitable hole made to receive 
them, when there is at band a pail of 
mixture of balf cow manure and half 
soil, stirred to a thin paste. ‘The roots 
each plant are dipped in this mix- 
ture and immediately set in the ground 
and the soil well firmed around it. 
This coating on the roots furnishes 4 
certain amount of moisture and of fer- 
tilizer which the plant needs at once 
to atart the new growth. In a few 
days we start the cultivator between 
the rows and keep them absolutely free 
from weeds the first season. Treated 
thus they will be comparatively free 
from weeds the following season. 
allowed to form wide rows but little 
can be done the second year but pull 
any weeds that may start by band. I 
should have said we plant the rows four 
feet apart and set plants about eigh- 
teen inches ajart in the row. As soon 
as the ground is frozen hard, the rows 
should be covered with some coarse 
manure. I like best to take dry for- 
est leaves and bed the horses with 
them, then take them with the horse 
manure and cover the rows well. When 
the plants start in spring rake the 
mulch between the rows and the fruit 
will be clean and nice. After fruiting! 
time the old plants should be mown) 
off with a scythe and any weeds that) 
may have grown pulled up.

means the first rows will bear even 
better the second year. A new bel or 
rows must be put out every year, as 
it will he found less trouble than to 
undertake to fight weeds after the 
second year. City people can buy gar- 
den fruits anil vegetables but they do 
not compare ta freshness and celicacy 
of flavor with those taken immediate- 
ly from the garden. 


WINTER QUARTERS FOR POULTRY. 

To provide winter quarters for poul- 
try it is necessary to have three dif- 
ferent apartments to accommodate 
one flock of fowls. A building of am- 
ple size with a partition dividing the 
roosting apartment from the day bouse 
or scratching shed, and a good sized 
yard well fenced with poultry net~- 
ting. The size of the house depends 
upon the number of fowls kept, and 
also for what purpose. Laying hens 
demanil more rooun than others, and 
to accommodate a hundred bens I 
would not think of using leas floor 
space than 20 by 30 feet. The amount 
of room depends largely on the local- 
ity as to climate, ete. Where the win-. 
ters are severe and the fowls must be 
constantly confined for weeks or 
months, they demand more room than 
would be secessary when they could, 
comfortably ruo in their yard a good | 
part of the time.

trunks will turn the mice away. 
Mechanical means of protection are 
the surest where there is trouble from 
rabbits, woodchucks, sheep or hogs, 
Wire cloth, auch as is used fer door and 
Window screens, is cheap, effective and 
quickly applied. Cut io strips eighteen 
inches long and six wide—lenger if to 
protect against sheep and hoge—and 
wind it around the tree, letting It ex- 
tend into the earth ah inch or two, 
which will also keep owt the borers. 
Tie it loosely with a cotton string, and 
it will last for two or three years. A 
few laths tied around the tree will an- 
ewer the purpose, or a band of heavy 
paper, tarred paper preferred. 
Washes have no advantage over the 
mechanical devices mentioned except 
that they are more quickly put on, 
They are not generally as lasting an 
many are more or less harmful. Freah 
blood is as barmless as anything, and 
Quite effective. Axle grease has been 
recommmended, aleo soc, & common 
flour paste and asafostida a mixture 
of three gallons of limewash, one pint 
of sulphur, and a pound~of copperas 
and dozens.of other things. Field mice

BULBS AND ANIMAIS. 


All bulbous plants ‘that have bees 
at reat during the early summer should 
now be looked over, as it is time to pot 
most of them. It requires early potting 
and good culture to get freesias in 
bloom by Christmas. It ia almoat im- 
possible to have the soil too"rich for 
these bulbs, and to have really good 
flowers liberal supplies of liquid food ts 
neceasary after they have begun to 
grow. 

To have Roman hyacinths early we 
muat plant early; in fact, as soon as 
it is possible to obtain the bulbs. The 
jargest bulbs do not always produce 
the moat flowers, but, preferably, thowe 
that are bard and well matured. It ls 
the custom with some growers to rush 
the crop of bulos on the market to 
secure early sales at the risk of ma- 
turity. This can be easily detected in 
the bull as it is then not bard an’ 
shows signs of premature ripening off 
at the crown. These delicate and frag- 
rant flowers are in demant as carly as 
Thanksgiving-time, and the bulbs 
should be planted as soon as they can 
be obtained.

Chocolate Icing.~Oneiquarter cake of 
chocolate, one-half cupful sweet milk, 
two dessertspoonfuls corn starch, one 
teaspoonful of vanilla. Mix together 
tha chocolate, milk and starch. Boil 
for two thinutes, Mlavor with vanilla 
and sweeten with powdered sugar to 
‘taste 


A CHAPTER OF APPLES. 


Apples Baked with Walnuuts.—Take 
five of six larwe apples, those which 
have the tartnoess for baking; take out 
thé cores carefully so as not to break 
the outside skin. fill the cavity with 
ihe kernels of black walnuts, then 
bake them in a quick oven. When 
done place in adish and pour over 
them whipped cream and serve while 
but. Do not take the skin from the 
apples. Otherwise they wenld barat 
in cooking and spoil the beauty of the 
white cream over the brown.

Baron von Kudlich—nephew and heir 
of the well-known general who played 
so great a part at the court of the Tuil- 
leries, married the deformed piece of 
Heine and inherited through her mil- 
lions and the Vienna Fremdenblatt— 
deserted his wife in Gratz aboit a year 
ago for a Countess Gregorowitch, niece 
of the Premier of Servia. He.took his 
ltwo little boys with him to live with 
the Countess in Vienna and sued for 
divoroe, 

Hearing the other day that the Coun- 
tess was about to become a mother, 
the deserted wife, driven insane wit) 
fury, travelled to Vienna and made her 
appearance unannounced one evening in 
the boudoir where the Countess waa 
sitting with the two boys. None had 
‘heard her enter, so silent had been her 
istep, and when they looked up and saw 
her standing there gazing at them 
without uttering a word they were pet- 
rified with astonishment. 

As the Countess attempted to rise 
from her chair Baroness Kudlich darted 
forward and emptied the contents of 
a bottle of vitriol over the face of the 
Countesa, some of the burning liquid 
spattering into the faces of the two 
Little boya. 

The screama of all three brought peo- 
ple to the scene. The Baroness was ar- 
rested and will doubtiess be confined 
for the remainder of her life in a luna- 
tic asylum. The Countess and the lit- 
itle boye were taken to the great met- 
| ropolitan hospital in Vienna. 

One of the little boys, four years old, 
has lost the sight of ane eye. The other 
little fellow ia marked for life with a 
vitriol burn on his cheek.

OUGHT TO CONTRIBUTE. 
Sir Michacl Hicks Jtrech Says Canada 
Shenld Pay for Naval Befener. 

A jJespateh from Londen says:—Sir 
Michae! Hicks-Beach, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, speaking at Bristol on 
Wednesday evening, ridiculed the no- 
tion of providing granaries, as has 
been suggested in some quarters. He 
said he was convinced the BHritish 
navy was strong enough to hold its 
own, and in any war England would 
have many friends ready to supply 
corn. Referring to the coming bud- 
get estimates, he said these would 
show that the Government was fully 
alive to keeping up the standard of 
the army and navy, though, he de- 
clared, it was not creditable to Can- 
ada, or fair to English taxpayers that 
such a colony should practically con- 
tribute nothing to the naval defences 
of the Empire. He hoped Canada would 
soon turn her attention to this mat- 
ter, adding that he was convinced that 
if she did not the day would come 
when chs would have “a rude awaken- 
ing which would be entirely her own 
fault.” In concluding his speech. the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer announc- 
ed that China had approached Eng- 
land for assistance to pay the Japanese 
indemnity, and that the negotiations 
were still pending.

FALL OR WINTER MANURING. 
| ‘After all 


' 


that has been said and 
written on the subject of manuring, 
it does not seem to be well uoder- 
stood that it should be done some time 
tefore the crops are to grow. There 
are five things that are especially 
needed by the »soil—humua nitrogen, 
potash and ph ephoric acid with water 
to permeate and disselve them. 
Humus is the decayed and decaying 
vegetalle matter im the soil. Itgives 
it that dark rich color, as we call it. 
It makes it light and porousso that if 
will hoid large quantities of water, 
just as the sponge does. And in it 
live the little “invisible friends” the 
myriads of bacteria which fix or hold 
the nitrogen that certain plants gath- 
er from the air, aad make it available 
for the coming crops. Stable manure 
| will make the humus. So will crops 
that are plowed under, such aa the 
clovers, cow peas and soja beans. And 
the ee which they at the same 
time bring to the soil is much cheaper 
than that bonght at a big price. in 
fertilizer bags. Indeed nitrogen ia 
far the most costly of the manurea 
)}Whea it is bought. The merchant 
bases his price for mixed fertilizers 
more on the nitrogen they contain than 
On any other ingredient. Moreover, 
when it is in the structures of these 
Plants it is in a much less dangerous 
condition and is more easily appro- 
priated by the succeeding crops than 
in the form of mineral nitrates or an- 
‘imal refuse. These latter really do 
considerable harm if applied directly 
to tender seeds or rootlets, and should 
be well mixed with the scil at about 


the time the plants will need the ni-| 


trogen to stimulate their growth. for 
it is very volatile when turned into 
ammonia by union with water. 
Phosphoric acid and potash must also 
| be applied properly. Many persons 
‘fail to get the good effects from them 
which they might reasonably expect. 
This is one point that should be thor- 
oughly understood by farmers, fruit- 
growers and gardenera. The preventive 
measure is to apply potash and phos- 
| phoric acid in the fall or winter and 
let the rains and melted snows thor- 


| oughly dissolve these mineral manures |

| extent determines its future useful-, 


ness and value. With the majority 
of our acquaintances the one thing 
| they aimat the first winter is toughen 
| the colt. and in many cases he becomes 
so “tough” that he never makes a 
serviceable or profitable horse 

The process of toughening ia very 
simple. The colt is left to shift for 
himself. He may wander over a field 
of bare corn stalks through the dsy and 
gather himself at night in the shadow 
of a wire fence unless so fortunate as 
to find « straw pile that is unoccupied 
by cattle and bogs.
